There  is  no  more  satisfactory  shrub  for  the  partially  shaded 
area  of  your  garden  than  the  Fuchsia.  It  may  be  grown  in  every 
state  of  the  Union.  Many  varieties  bloom  continuously  from  early 
spring  until  late  fall.  With  its  almost  endless  variety  of  types 
and  forms,  its  single  and  double  flowers,  ranging  in  size  from 
that  of  a  tiny  lilac  blossom  up  to  flowers  five  inches  long,  and  a 
color  range  from  white  through  the  entire  gamut  to  violet,  it  is 
little  wonder  that  today  it  is  one  of  our  most  popular  flowering 
shrubs. 

At  my  nursery  in  West  Los  Angeles,  I  have  growing  over  200 
varieties.  In  this  collection  you  will  find  liny  dwarf  varieties, 
others  that  make  veritable  trees  15  to  20  feel  tall.  Then  again 
we  have  trailing  and  climbing  varieties,  others  that  make  ex¬ 
cellent  hanging  basket  subjects,  and  still  others  that  may  be 
used  for  low  hedges.  From  this  collection  I  have  selected  those 
that  are  most  popular  and  those  with  the  most  contrast  of  color 
or  type.

Double  Flowered  Fuchsias 

ABBEY  FARCES:  A  fitting  subject  to  head  the  list  of  the 
double  and  semi-double  varieties.  I  am  not  at  all  surprised  that 
it  receives  so  many  compliments  or  is  so  popular.  Its  tall  up¬ 
right  growth  is  covered  for  many  months  with  masses  of  ex¬ 
quisite  medium  sized  flowers.  The  petals  which  form  the  semi¬ 
double  corolla  are  a  soft  silvery  lilac  surrounded  by  sepals  of 
irridescent  pink.  It  can  not  be  too  highly  recommended. 

BETTY  (Hazard  &  Hazard):  Small  flowered  semi-double  trail¬ 
er.  Tube  and  sepals  are  rose  red,  corolla  rich  creamy  white 
veined  red.  Good  foliage.  New  and  popular.  3-inch  pels  20c; 
4-inch  pots  35c. 

BLUE  DANCING  DOLL:  Much  like  G.  Monk,  rich  blue  corolla 
with  red  sepals.  The  plant  is  a  good  grower  and  well  worth 
having. 


How  to  Grow  Fuchsias 


Fuchsias  are  one  of  the  easiest  plants  to  grow.  Their  native 
home  is  the  tropic  and  semi-tropical  areas  of  North  and  South 
America,  with  a  few  coming  to  us  from  far-off  New  Zealand.  They 
are  at  home  in  practically  any  country  of  the  world  and  will 
thrive  in  any  state  of  the  Union. 

Select  a  shaded  or  partially  shaded  area  of  your  garden  in 
which  to  plant  them.  Give  them  a  rich  friable  soil  made  up  of 
two  parts  garden  loam,  one  part  leafmold  or  peat  and  one  part 
well  rotted  manure.  To  this  add  occasional  light  feedings  of 
some  good  commercial  fertilizer  and  you  will  have  a  glorious 
display  of  gorgeous  bloom  for  many  months.  During  the  hot 
summer  top  dress  the  soil  around  the  base  of  the  plants  with  one 
inch  of  leafmold  or  peat  moss.  This  will  keep  the  roots  cool, 
which  is  one  of  the  few  requisites  of  Fuchsias.  They  will  not 
stand  an  outside  temperature  below  20  degrees  Fahrenheit.  In 
cold  countries  they  must  be  lifted  with  a  ball  of  earth  around 
the  roots  and  stored  away  during  extreme  cold  weather,  then 
reset  in  the  spring.

MADAME  DANJOUX:  A  gorgeous  double 
white  heavily  suffused  carmine,  sepals 
bright  red.  Pianls  in  3-inch  pots,  each  20c;

This  one  is  a 
dandy  for  pot  culture  or  fore¬ 
ground  planting,  as  its  maximum 
height  is  2  to  3  feet. 


MAUVE  BEAUTY:  Conceded 
by  all  to  be  a  real  beauty.  The 
rather  short  corolla  is  lilac- 
mauve  and  the  sepals  are  deep 
pink.  The  plant  is  a  strong 
grower  and  very  satisfactory. 


ELSA:  Rosy-purple  corolla  and 
tube  with  sepals  wax-white 
flushed  rose-pink.  A  good  one 
in  a  hanging  basket. 

FLACON  DE  NEIGE:  A  flow¬ 
er  with  real  character.  Rich 
green  foliage  that  makes  a  per¬ 
fect  background  for  the  profu¬ 
sion  of  gorgeous  semi-double 
blossoms.  The  petals  surrounded 
by  bright  scarlet  sepals  gives 
the  appearance  of  a  rare  jewel.

The  plant  is  a  medium  tall  grow¬ 
er  with  an  abundance  of  good 
foliage.  The  flowers  are  very 
large  and  very  double.  The  co¬ 
rolla,  white,  streaked  with  crim¬ 
son.  shows  up  exceedingly  well 
against  the  bright  rosy  red  se¬ 
pals. 

NEW  HANGING  BASKET:  So- 

called  because  of  our  inability 
to  so  far  have  it  properly  classi¬ 
fied.  But  what’s  in  a  name!  The 
plant  is  a  worthwhile  subject  so 
we  s'- all  put  it  on  the  market 
under  “New  Hanging  Basket”  until  it  is 
identified.  A  semi-double  trailer  with  co¬ 
rolla  of  light  magenta  with  sepals  of  deep 
Neyron  rose.  The  plant  is  a  good  grower 
and  well  worth  a  try.

PATTY:  A  new  one  that  is  here  to  stay. 
The  plant  is  a  vigorous  grower,  sturdy  and 
upright.  The  large  delicate  light  pink  buds 
open  to  gorgeous  double  flowers  of  almost 
white.  It  is  without  question  the  flnest 
almost  white  fuchsia.  3-mch  Dots,  35c;  4- 
inch  pots,  65c;  6-inch  pots,  SI.OO  each. 


PASTEUR:  For  many  years  this  fine  va¬ 
riety  has  been  confused  with  Molesworth.

By  all  odds  the  most  popular  of  all 
of  the  so-called  purple  types.  A  good 
grower  reaching  a  height  5  to  7  feet  with 
beautiful  dark  green  foliage.  The  double 
exquisite  plum  colored  corolla  is  set  off  to 
perfection  in  the  bright  scarlet  sepals. 

PINK  PEARL:  A  charming  semi-double 
in  a  soft  pink.  The  plant  is  a  fine  up¬ 
right  grower  and  produces  great  quantities 
of  blossoms.  A  real  favorite  at  my  nursery.

At  my  nursery  in  West  Los  Angeles,  each  season  are  planted  several  thou¬ 
sand  tubers.  This  is  done  so  that  when  they  are  in  flower  the  many  customers 
who  live  near  enough  may  come  and  select  particular  types  and  colors  to  suit 
their  fancy.  These  plants  are  staked  and  the  tubers  reserved  for  them. 

Also,  the  gorgeous  display  of  dazzling  beauty  of  thousands  of  these  plants 
in  bloom  is  a  never  ending  source  of  joy  for  our  many  visitors.  I  cordially 
invite  all  who  can  possibly  do  so  to  come  to  see  this  thrilling  sight.  The 
flowers  are  at  their  best  from  June  15  to  October  15.  You  are  under  no  obli¬ 
gation  to  purchase.  Bring  your  friends  and  stay  as  long  as  you  like. 


This  year,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  American  market  will  be 
flooded  with  European  grown  tuberous  begonias.  Much  of  this  material  will 
be  greatly  inferior  to  California  grown  tubers.  Therefore,  before  placing 
your  order  for  tubers,  ascertain  whether  or  not  you  are  getting  American 
grown  or  European  stock. 

The  Baake  Nursery  will  handle  only  California  Quality  Grown  Tuberous 
Begonias. 


How  to  Grow  Tuberous  Begonias 

Begonias,  once  started,  need  little  care  aside  from  the  following  simple 
rules; 

Start  your  begonia  tubers  in  shallow  boxes,  placing  them  in  rows  with  a 
two-inch  space  separating  each  one.  Use  a  mixture  of  two  parts  leafmold  to 
one  part  sand;  if  the  leafmold  is  not  available  use  coarse  sand.  Set  the  tubers 
with  the  top  of  the  tuber  just  .level  with  the  top  of  the  sand  or  leafmold 

mixture.  Keep  your  boxes  of  tubers  in  a  shady  place  where  the  temperature 

is  about  60  degrees  Fahrenheit.  Water  them  well,  so  as  to  soak  the  mixture 
thoroughly;  after  that  keep  just  slightly  damp  until  the  leaves  appear,  when 
more  water  may  be  applied  without  danger  of  rotting  the  tubers. 

When  the  plants  are  about  three  inches  tall  transfer  to  four  or  five-inch 

pots  or  directly  to  a  partially  shaded  area  of  the  garden.  Set  them  in  a  light 
mixture  of  two  parts  leafmold,  one  part  coarse  gravel  and  one  part  WELL 
ROTTED  cow  manure.  When  the  first  flower  buds  appear  give  frequent  light 
feedings  of  some  good  well  balanced  commercial  fertilizer.

Timely  Tips  on  Culture  of  Fibrous  Begonias 

Begonias  for  the  most  part  thrive  best  in  a  well  drained, 
partially  shaded  location  such  as  under  a  lath  house,  a  summer 
house,  or  where  they  receive  filtered  sunlight  from  trees  or  tall 
growing  shrubs.  Oak  leafmold,  whenever  that  is  obtainable,  is 
the  best  foundation  for  your  soil  mix.  If  this  is  not  obtainable 
use  German  or  Swedish  peat  moss.  The  leafmold  should  be  well 
rotted,  and  in  a  rather  coarse  condition,  with  some  leaves  in  it 
about  the  size  of  one’s  thumb  nail. 

Mix  Up  as  Follows:  Two  shovelfuls  of  leafmold  or  peatmoss, 
one  shovelful  of  sandy  loam,  one  shovelful  of  well  rotted  cow 
manure  (by  well  rotted  I  mean  at  least  eight  months  old),  and 
to  this  add  one  2V2-inch  pot  of  cotton  seed  meal,  and  one  4-inch 
pot  of  granulated  charcoal. 

The  plants  may  be  potted  or  set  in  the  garden  in  this  soil. 
Begonias  are  not  deep  rooters,  so  a  pocket  of  eight  to  twelve 
inches  above  the  mix  is  sufficient.  Water  well  during  hot  weather, 
but  do  not  drown  the  plants.  They  cannot  stand  having  their 
roots  in  water.  Occasional  light  feedings  of  cotton  seed  meal 
will  help  the  growth  and  bloom.  Should  the  soil  get  on  the 
alkaline  side,  apply  a  small  dose  of  aluminum  sulphate,  about 
one  ounce  to  each  square  yard. 

Tree  Form 

LUGANO  (Robinson):  Beautiful  Coralline  Lucerne  seedling 
with  rich  dark  green  leaves  that  are  slightly  smaller  than  those 
of  the  parent.

SCOLOPENDRIUM  VULGARE:  The  Hart’s  tongue  fern  of  the 
British  Isles.  It  has  step-like  fronds  of  bright  green  6  to  12 
inches  long.  We  have  a  number  of  varieties  varying  from  plain 
leaved  to  crested  and  fish  tail  shapes.  It  is  fine  for  naturalizing 
in  the  fernery  or  rock  wall. 

STENOCHLAENA  SCANDENS:  A  very  fine  climbing  fern  or 
will  make  a  lovely  hanging  basket.  It  is  a  free  growing  fern 
with  large  pinnate  fronds  produced  on  fleshy  rhizomes.  Grown 
on  a  mossy  wall  it  is  beautiful. 

WOODWARDIA  NATIVE;  This  gorgeous  California  native  is 
hard  to  beat.  Large,  deep  green  fronds  and  strong  upright 
growth.  Average  height  3  to  3'/2  feet.  It  stands  some  sun.  Dor¬ 
mant  roots  January  to  April,  20c  each;  plants  in  gallon  containers, 
35c  each,  3  for  $1.00;  plants  in  5-gallon  containers,  $1.00  lo  $1.50 
each.

Near  the  coast  it  will 
grow  in  sun  or  partial  shade;  in  the  warmer  valleys  give  it  more 
shade. 

Coral  Gem:  Rich  coral-pink,  year  round  bloomer. 

Rose  Pink:  Deep  pink,  the  darkest  of  all. 

Humboldlii:  This  white  flowered  one  is  by  far  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  because  of  the  wonderful  jasmine-like  fragrance  of  its  bloom.

Near  the  coast  plant  them  in 
sun  or  partial  shade  in  a  well  drained  soil.  Feed  regularly  after 
flowering  until  August  1st,  when  all  feeding  should  stop.  Do  not 
let  the  plants  want  for  water  in  late  summer  and  fall.  Our 
stock  includes  all  the  old  favorites  and  many  of  the  new  ones 
at  prices  ranging  from  50c  to  $15.00,  according  to  size  and  variety.

DAPHNE  ODORA:  4  feet  tall.  Stands  temperatures  as  low  as 
10  degrees.  A  very  handsome  plant  covered  in  late  winter  and 
early  spring  with  delicate  creamy  white  flowers  that  are  de¬ 
lightfully  and  intensely  fragrant. 

Daphne  Odora  Variegala:  Counterpart  of  the  preceding,  with 
golden  margin  on  leaves  and  pink  flowers.  Plant  in  partial  shade. 
Give  good  drainage  but  water  frequently.  Potted  plants,  75c 
each;  larger  hailed  and  hurlapped  specimens,  $1.50  to  $2.50  each. 

GARDENIAS:  For  years  these  sweet  scented  beauties  have 
been  the  pride  and  joy  of  every  southern  garden  and  the  envy 
of  every  Yankee.

They  like  a  slightly  acid  soil  of  1  part  leafmold, 
1  part  peat  and  1  part  sandy  loam.  Apply  aluminum  sulphate 
occasionally  to  Heep  the  soil  acid.  Give  more  shade  if  planting 
in  the  warmer  valleys.

Gardenia  Grandiflora:  A  popular  large  flowered  variety  that 
does  not  drop  its  flower  buds.  A  good  bloomer,  though  not  as 
prolific  as  Veitchi.
